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HOW TO GROW GERMAN IRIS 


FIRST, order good rhizomes from a reliable grower. Order for 
delivery from July 1 on. Iris may be planted any time the ground 
isn’t frozen, but July, August and September are the best. Plant 
roots immediately upon arrival. If this is not possible, store in a 
dry, well ventilated and cool place. 


Plant in damp soil and water well. Do not water again for a 
week or ten days. The plant should be set fairly shallow but the 
entire rhizome section must be covered or thawing and freezing 
will cause injury. If you have severe weather in winter and not 
much snow, it is well to pull some soil up around the plant late in 
the fall as added protection, then remove it in the spring. If your 
soil is heavy and the drainage poor, it is well to plant your Iris 
on a slight ridge so the water will drain away, 

A top dressing between the rows of well-rotted cow manure 
early in the spring will add much beauty to your blooms. A half 
cup of bone meal worked into the soil around the roots at plant- 
ing time is very beneficial.
